Great Care in Planting Flower Seeds is Essential to Success. 
In all probability there are more flower seeds destroyed each year by too deep planting 
than by all other causes combined, and the seedmen are blamed for the failure. Very small 
seed, like Petunia, Portulaca, or Begonia, shouid only be covered out of sight. Whether in a 
box or open ground, prepare the soil very fine, press lightly and evenly, water thoroughly 
with warm water. When the water has soaked away so the surface is not muddy but still 
moist, sow the seed on the surface, cover evenly with very fine, dry sandy soil, not over 
one-sixteenth — of an inch for the finest seeds, one-eighth for Pansy and seeds of that size, 
then lay a glass. flat on the surface; this will not only Keep the soil from baking, and 
moist, but will protect from heavy rains. When the seed germinates the glass should be 
raised a little at a time by placing something under the corners. If these directions are 
followed, it will scarcely be necessary to water until the seed is well up. With the finest
